Claim Objections 

Claims 1 - 3 are objected to because of the following informalities: it is 
suggested to delete the texts "(1-1)" "(2-1)" "(2-2)" "(3)" and "(4)" in the claims; also, 
after the word "expression" (lines 11,16, and 21 , respectively), it is suggested to insert 
a colon punctuation (- -:- -). Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 1 - 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. The punctuations following the expressions at lines 12, 17, and 22 suggest 
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incompletion. Because these expressions are not standard in the art, absent those 
missing terms, undue experimentation is requires and the skilled artisan would not know 
as to how to use and/or make the invention.
